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Part 11: The applicant argues repeatedly in pages 1 1-14 for claims 1 and 5-21 that the cited reference fails to disclose the limitations 
cited in independent claims, particularly "virtual common subexpression not originally common to any filter coefficients" and "the virtual 
common subexpression has a single bit shifted, added, or inverted relative to the predetermined common subexpression". 

The examiner respectfully submits that the response to corresponding argument is clearly addressed in the previous Office action wherein 
the limitations "a virtual common subexpression not originally common to any filter coefficients" based on the following reasons: first, the 
cited reference clearly discloses in the abstract and also in the introduction section that the prior art method is used to optimized the 
hardware implementation by identifying and eliminating all the common pattern subexpressions in a set of filter coefficients. Second, 
Figures 1 and 3 clearly support the limitations "a virtual common subexpression not originally common to any filter coefficients" wherein in 
the Figure 1c is not common to any of coefficients in Figure la-b, nor further in Figure 3c. Third, Figure 2 clearly disclose an overall 
architecture of achieving the optimized design wherein the coefficients are converted into CSD coefficients and further optimized by the 
CSD optimization process which eliminated the common subexpression, in another words no subexpression in the designed is repeated 
as seen in Figures 1 c and 3c. Therefore, each set of coefficients will have a unique optimized set of CSE. In addition, each of the virtual 
common subexpression has a single bit shifted, added, or inverted (e.g. Figure 3 part c). 
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
